JOHN  M.  FRENCH. 

There  has  been  a  school  in  each  of  the  14 
districts  during  the  fall  and  winter,  numbering 
in  all,  258  different  scholars  not  less  than  five 
years  of  age,  all  of  whom  have  attended  to 
reading  and  spelling.  Not  one  in  town  between 
the  ages  of  14  and  21  who  cannot  read  and 
write. 

The  number  in  town  between  5  and  15,  who 
have  not  attended  school,  as  far  as  reported,  five. 
The  selectmen  report  the  number  of  childern   in 
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town,  April  1880,  between  the  ages  of    five  and 
fifteen:  boys  108,  girls  90,  total  198. 

The  school  committee  has  been  censured  for 
giving  certificates  to  the  undeserving,  and  for 
allowing  schools  to  continue  which  proved  to  be 
unprofitable.  It  is  doubtless,  sometimes,  better 
to  allow  a  poor  school  to  continue,  than  to  dis- 
miss the  teacher;  every  one  is  liable  to  err  in 
judgment. 

Prudential  committees  have  evidently  desired 
good  schools,  and  have  aimed  to  secure  teachers 
of  supposed  abihty.  In  some  instances  their 
desire  to  economize  was  too  strong,  quite  likely, 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  scholars.  It  is  a  fact 
more  and  more  evident  to  the  mass  of  people 
that  the  best  teachers  are  the  cheapest.  For  a 
good  school  is  of  great  value  not  only  to  the 
scholars  but  also  to  the  community.  And  a 
poor  school  is  a  serious  damage  to  the  scholars 
and  the  community.  Those  purposing  to  teach 
should  be  encouraged  to  endeavor  to  qualify 
themselves  for  first-class  teachers.  IS^one  others 
ought  to  be  sought  or  accepted.  The  public 
school  ought  to  be  a  safe  place  for  the  children 
of  the  community,  where  they  would  be  under 
the  best  of  influences,  qualifying  themselves  for 
noble  positions  in  life.  But  also,  in  some  in- 
stances the  reverse  of  this  is  true. 

Teachers  should  teach  thoroughly  and  accord- 
ing to  the  best  approved  methods,  ever  remem- 
bering that  there  is  a  marked  difference  between 
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telling  and  teaching-,  they  should  lead  the  pupil 
to  think  for  himself,  and  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
good  work.  They  should  be  held  responsible 
for  a  proper  development  of  the  physical,  intel- 
lectual and  moral  natures  of  their  pupils;  for  a 
faithful  oversight  of  them  from  the  time  they 
arrive  on  the  school  ground  in  the  morning 
until  they  leave  it  at  night,  if  not  from  the  time 
they  leave  home  for  school  until  they  return;  for 
the  proper  care  of  the  school  house  and  its  fur- 
niture, that  the}'  be  not  injured,  that  the  school 
room  be  properly  warmed  and  ventilated.  In 
some  instances  there  has  been  a  sad  neglect  of 
duty  iai  these  respects ;  considerable  telling  but 
little  teacJdng,  and  very  little  thinking  on  the 
part  of  scholars  or  good  work  done  by  them. 
Scholars  have  been  allowed  to  annoy  and  abuse 
their  schoolmates,  the  school  house  and  its  furni- 
ture shamefully  injured,  the  temperature  of  the 
room  very  irregular,  thus  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  scholars  imperiled.  The  average  boy  or 
girl  will  do  many  things  at  school,  that  are 
out  of  the  way,  if  the  teacher  allows  it,  and  that 
which  they  would  not  think  of  doing  at  home. 
A  man  or  woman  who  cannot  maintain  proper 
authority  over  a  school  is  not  a  suitable  person 
for  a  teacher.  Several  forces  combine  to  give 
character  to  a  school,  but  the  most  important  is 
the  teacher.  With  a  good  teacher  we  almost 
imvariably  have  a  good  school,  and  with  a  poor 
teacher,  as  invariably,  we  have  a  poor  school.  A 
suitable  house,  proper    appliances,    well   trained 
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children,  parents  co-operating,  are,  of  course, 
necessary  for  the  highest  success.  Other  things 
being  equal,  those  teachers  who  have  had  the 
advantages  of  the  Normal  school,  secure  the 
best  results.  Still  there  are  those  whom  no 
amount  of  normal  training  can  make  superior 
teachers;  and  there  are  those  who  are  most  ex- 
cellent teachers  who  have  never  attended  a 
]^ormal  school. 

Parents  and  citizens  generally,  may  do  mu3h 
to  secure  a  high  order  of  school;  by  trul}'  ap- 
preciating the  value  of  such  a  school,  both  to  the 
children  and  to  the  community;  by  a  hearty 
sympath}^  for  the  teacher  in  his  or  her  perplex- 
ing work — than  whom  no  class  in  community  are 
more  deserving; — by  not  withholding  friendly 
criticism  when  occasion  requires  it;  by  encour- 
aging the  scholar  with  a  word  of  commendation 
when  deserving,  or  a  kind  word  of  admonition, 
when  guilty;  by  never  affording  the  mischiev- 
ous or  wayward  scholar  the  least  moral  support 
in  his  wrong;  and  by  using  their  influence  to 
prevent  the  pupils  from  becoming  so  interested 
in  term  time,  in  matters  of  less  importance,  that 
their  attention  is  diverted  from  the  legitimate 
work  of  the  school. 

Parents,  sometimes,  find  it  difficult  to  properly 
control,  and  interest  in  their  studies,  their  own 
two  or  three  children  at  home.  We  need  not 
wonder  that  teachers  find  it  difficult  to  manage 
and  interest  25  or  30  children  of  every  variety 
of  temperament,  and  from  homes  where  a  great 
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diversity  of  management  prevails.  Let  parents 
and  all  good  citizens  heartily  co-operate  with 
teachers  in  their  efforts  to  interest  the  children 
in  the  legitimate  work  of  the  school,  and  to  lead 
them  to  place  a  proper  valne  on  their  school 
privileges.

Miss  Jennie  M.  Kinsman  is  now  teaching  a 
private  school  here  which  is  being  patronized 
also  by  some  from  the  lower  village.

Miss  Whittemore  recommenced  her  school 
Aug.  23  and  taught  with  excellent  success  5.4 
weeks,  when  school  suddenly  suspended  on  ac- 
count of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  in  the 
district.
